We repealed Sec. 98 of the Criminal 
Gode but ne promised to do it, got 
votes on t/e strength of that promise, 
and caiTied it out. It was not a sec¬ 
tion that well-disposed and law-abid¬ 
ing citizens had reason to fear. It was 
aimed at illegal associations and pub¬ 
lications advocating illegal measures 
for the overthrow of constitutional 
government. If it had remained in 
the statutes, the Quebec government 
would not have passed the padlock 
law. It -Would not need to, for the 
provincial attorney general could have 
prosecuted under the Federal Act. Mr. 
King is now being urged to disallow 
the Quebec law passed unanirpously 
by the Legislature and by the Legisla¬ 
tive Council (Quebec still has one) 
which is almost wholly Liberal. It is 
a large order and if followed, will 
throw that Liberal stropghold into the 
Duplesbis camp. Mr. Lapointe would 
like to db it if for nothing else than to 
offset hi^ disallowance of Alberta Acts 
and to get even with the party that 
overthrew the ancient regime in his 
native province. He too, is sorry now 
that Section 98 was repealed. No gov¬ 
ernment should have expected any¬ 
thing but grief from truckling to peo¬ 
ple whose sole objective is the destruc¬ 
tion of our present system of govern¬

Board has influence, and their numbers are of consequence. 

A central European immigrant for example, imbued fron 
infancy with doctrines of hate and convictions of oppres¬ 
sion, is fertile soil for another build-up of-hate. He comes 
to Alberta, lives in a freedom which he never before en joy¬ 
ed, but the old virus is in his system. The quickest appee.l 
to his interest is to encourage in him the idea that he is be¬ 
ing ground down by fifty big shots, by extortionate banks 
and by a cruel, ruthless senior government. Such stuff is hit 
meat, and how it has been fed to him, with the additional 
ture of an unearned dividend, if only the benevolent provin¬ 
cial government were not subject to interference.

OLD ONTARIO AND QUEBEC used to produce 
the bulk of the Canadian grain crop. But when the 
prairies were opened up they were found to be 
better fitted for this type of farming, so they re¬ 
placed Old Ontario and Quebec as Canada’s 
granary. One result of this is, since the turn of 
the century, Eastern farms that were better fitted 
for grain-growing than for anything else have 
gradually been abandoned. Roofless bams and 
vacant farm houses on Old Ontario’s back conces¬ 
sions show how the tide of grain empire flowed 
Westward. 

MANY EASTERN FARMERS followed the grain 
into the West. Many others moved into the cities 
of the East to work in the industries that were grow¬ 
ing up there. Workers in the plants of Dominion 
Textile Company Limited, for instance, have come 
in great part from the rural areas of Quebec and 
Eastern Ontario. 

SO THIS COMPANY has helped to supply employ¬ 
ment in the ‘older parts of Canada for men and 
women whose occupation was taken away with the 
great migration of grain farming to the prairies. 
Dominion Textile Company now employs 7,000 
persons, who receive annually a total oi $5,000,000 
in wages.

The production tax of seven per cent on all agricultur.-i 
products has betn the current topic of discussion, althougl 
■nder any circumstances it will not be effective until 1939, 
,nd will be tested in the Alberta Supreme Court before en¬ 
forcement.

It is reassuring news to learn that the Junior Wheat clul 
in this district is going ahead with increasing membership 
this year. Grain men of the province are authority for the 
statement that no agency has done more for the improve¬ 
ment of seed in various districts than these junior grain 
growers. It is an organization which should be perpetual 
without any break from year to year, not only for present 
advantage but for the future. 

For a time there has been some uncertainty as to the ex¬ 
tent to which the provincial government would continue as¬ 
sistance. The Alberta Pool is part sponsor, with the gov¬ 
ernment as administrator. It was reported that the gov¬ 
ernment was overdrawn to the Pool and could furnish no 
seed to new members. In the past a.$3.00 membership fee 
entitled the joiner to seed for three acres? This gave the 
member his start for succeeding years. However, so far a. 
this district is concerned, new members are welcomed and 
will be taken care of in the matter of seed. It is understood 
that the High River Agricultural Society may share in 
sponsoring the junior club as developments make it’neces¬ 
sary. Assurance is said to have been given that the provin¬ 
cial supervisors would continue field inspect'on as usual. 

In the event of any lapse in provincial government sup¬ 
port, it has been suggested that the federal department of 
agriculture might justifiably give backing to the junioi 
wheat clubs, and even the interest of the Youth Employ¬ 
ment Commission might be engaged in this most constiuc- 
tive type of agricultural enterprise. 

A further excellent suggestion has been the organization 
of farm girls along a somewhat similar line as that of the 
farm boys in their grain and livestock clubs.An organization 
for the encouragement of gardening, poultry raising, home¬ 
canning and so on, would co-relate the different elements of 
farm husbandry, and would provide an incentive to the girls 
whose realm of duties are no less important to the well-be 
ing of country life, than the grain growers. The clubs could 
be organized somewhat as the wheat and calf clubs are op¬ 
erated. The idea is worthy of being brought before provin¬ 
cial and federal authorities, in a country so dominantly ag¬ 
ricultural, and dependent upon good standards of®agricul- 
tural production.

“Seed should be exempted, as well as all petty transac¬ 
tions—for example the sale of a few eggs. These small 
things would entail endless bookkeeping. If the farmer is 
to stagger under such a load then we have a right to demand 
free telephones and freedom from every other form of taxa¬ 
tion;” 

The fact that the tax does fall with severity upon the 
farmer who is a good producer, is perhaps a minor com¬ 
plaint. Aside from the'ru'nous demand on agriculture, one 
of the most irritating features, if it should be enforced, will 
,e the regimentation of men who were hitherto more or 
less free—and tjiey will not realize how free, until this pro- 
oosed machinery gets going. 

Agricultural produce applies to everything sold from the 
farm. Dealers in produce would become the tax-collecting 
agents, and would be required to make comprehensive re¬ 
turns showing produce received, producer selling it and the 
land where it was produced.

The Alberta Social Credit Board 
presented its report before legislature 
last week, but made no reference to 
the manner in which last year’s $50,- 
000 allotment was expended.

Dorothy Thom peon on Com¬ 
munism, Collectivism, Inter¬ 
nationalism, Fascism 


Writing on “The War of Words” in 
Good Housekeeping, Dorothy Thomp¬ 
son sets out' to define the more not¬ 
able “isms” of the day inunderstand- 
able language. Since most people are 
none too secure in their concept of 
these terms, the article may give erv 
lightenment. 

First, what is an ideology bringing 
‘isms” into full flower? Ideology is 
the creed by which groups of people 
subscribed or are supposed to subscr.be 
Fascism, Democracy, Communism are 
all ideologies. - 

What is Collectivism? .Collectivism 
is any form of social, economic or po¬ 
litical organization in which the will 
and rights of the individual are strict¬ 
ly subjected to the aim of the whole 
society. In a collectivist state indivrd : 
ual rights to worship as one pleases, 
make contracts, speak freely, keep or 
spend what is earned, are subject to 
the prevailing interpretation of social 
objectives. Fascism, Naziism and 
Communism are alike insofar as they 
are Collectivist. > 

What is totalitarianism ? Here - 
government lays claim on every phase 
of life. In Mussolini’s words “Every¬ 
thing for the state, nothing apart from 
the state.” Every single human ac¬ 
tivity is geared in line with a single 
central policy of the state. (Rotary 
and Masons are banished in Germany 
because they are international.) Rus¬ 
sia, Italy and Germany are totalitar¬ 
ian states. 

What is Communism? Originally 
it meant any form of social organiza¬ 
tion in which all production was for 
common distribution. But the basic 
idea of the modern Communism is 
class struggle and dictatorship of the 
proletariat. Communists believe that 
all existing forms of government ex¬ 
cept the Soviets are merely instru-

Capitalism 

Capitalism is the use of wealth in 
private hands to create more wealth. 
Defenders of Capitalism claim that 
modern technology, plus liberal de¬ 
mocracy, plus capitalism have created 
the modern world which surpasses all 
past epochs in average standards of 
living. They insist that private en¬ 
terprise and initiative, willing to take 
risks in hope of gain, functioning in 
freedom, have produced great things. 
And if this process is turned over to 
governments, activity will slow down, 
inventiveness decrease, and not equali¬ 
zation of riches but of poverty will re¬ 
sult. They claim that the workers 
have steadily shared a larger portion 
of increased income from wealth; that 
this share will steadily increase, en¬ 
larging the free social services. Capi¬ 
talism, they say is a natural order of 
things and although there is much in¬ 
justice in it, that injustice can be les¬ 
sened by increased social conscious¬ 
ness. ' 

Public ownership, say believers in 
capitalism, does not mean that people 
jwn the wealth. It means the state 
iwns the wealth, and the state is not 
the people. It is a political organiza¬ 
tion, controlled by politicians who

business of the working classes, or all 
the people who own no property to or¬ 
ganize and make a new state. TKe 
the world over. In practice, Com¬ 
munism is the organ izatibn of a na¬ 
tion into one big corporation of inter¬ 
locking trusts, with control vested in 
the hands of self-appointed politicians, 
under a dictator, and they can deter¬ 
mine wages and hours of labor and 
Jistribute profits as they see fit. Some 
proportion of the profits is used to 
spread propaganda elsewhere. 

Fascism 

What is Fascism? As the working 
class is the idol of Communism, the 
nation is the idol of Fascism and Nazi¬ 
ism. Fascism has presented itself as 
:he protector of private property 


the same point where the British La¬ 
bor party was ten years ago. 

The last 15 years have made many 
former Socialists stop and think. So 
far, private enterprise and political 
democracy have-gone hand in hand. 
When one has perished, the other h^s 
also.-Capitalist countries are the only 
countries of- individual freedom and 
not overwhelmingly militaristic. These 
are United States, Britain, Holland 
and the Scandinavian countries, 
France, Switzerland and several other 
small states. It also happens that it is 
in the capitalist countries that under¬ 
privileged are better cared for. More 
and more people are believing that the 
real struggle between ideologies is be¬ 
tween freedom and slavery; between 
a civilian ordej and military dictator¬ 
ship. 

Democracy 

Democracy for most of us is not an 
“ism.” It is a \ray of life, constantly
